object of the Convention.”

CAROLINA IN OLDEN 
TIMES. 


[The fullowing interestiag communi- 
cation was furnished to the Hra, and 
we are kindly permitted by that paper 


to use it.] 

We have been favored with a copy of 
a communication on the subject ot our 
early Indian war in North Carolina, 
which was produced by a letter from 
honorable Lyman C. Draper, Secretary 
of the State Historial Society of Wis- 
consin, Gesiring “the route of General 
Williamson’s Cherokee expedition of 
1776, in the western part of our State.” 

Nearly all those who were engaged in 
this expedition now quietly sleep the 
rest that “knows no waking ;” and but 
few of the present age are aware that at 
an early day, the quiet and lovely 
region of the transmountain country of 

our State was traversed by an army, in 
all “the pride, pomp and circumstance 
of glorious war.” It is to be regretted 
that Mr. Draper’s inquiries had not been 
earlier made. Gov, Swain, who was a 
native of this section, bad a minute 
knowledge ot this expedition, as of 
every other historical question relative 
to the State. But he is dead, and the 
key to much of this information is 
buried with him. Yet, from his letters 
to me, the researches of the late Jadge 
Murphy, and from facts gathered trom 
the cotemporaries of those who lingered 
aiter this campaign had ended; (they 
now, too, have departed ;) and from an 
article in the University Magazine, I am 
in some small degree, enabled to com- 
ply with the request made, and trace 
“the route of General Wiiliamson’s 
Cherokee expedition of 1776.” 

The Cherokee Indians owned at this 
time all tke territory west of the Biue 
Ridge in North Carolina, and much 
that is now the domain of Geurgia and 
Tennessee. 

In the summer of 1776, these Indians | 
comunitted fearful depredations on the 
whites in these frontier settlements. 
Men were killed by them in secret aod 
inthe most brutal manner. Women 
and children was butchered wi hout re- 
morse, houses turned and fields 
waste by these savages. This roused 
tie spirit of the people. Simultaneous- 
iy North Carolina, South Curolina and 
Virginia raised troops to subdue them. 
The troops of North Carolina’ were 
commanded by General Griffith Ruther- 
lord, and were 2,400 strong, some say 
3,000. The South Carolina troops were 
commanded by General Williamson, 
wud were 2,000 strong, and the Virginia 
troops were Commanded by Colonel 
Christian. 

General Griffith Ruthertord is well 
known in the History of North Caroii- 
na. Ihave in my posession some origi- 
nal letters of his that show he was like 
Dienuerhasset, “a native of Ireland,” if 
not “a man of letters ;” but pruve as ald 
his actions that te was every incha 
soldier. He iived fora long time near 
Salisbury, and as early as repre- 
sented the county (Rowan) in the Lege- 
islature, and again in 1777-78 and ’79, 
and from 1783 to 1786. He served not 
only in this campaign against the Indians 
but in the Cuntinental Army, as a Briga- 
dier General, in the ill-fated battle of 
Camden (August 1780) where he was 
tuken prisoner. He remoyed to Ten- 
nessee, wasin public life there, (speaker 
of the Assembiy,) where he died. The 
States of North Carolina and Tennessee 
preserve his name, in counties called 
after him ; and a descendant of his is, 
at this time, the Third Auditor of the 
Treasury of the United States. 

The forces under bis command in 
this Cherokee campaign, in the latter 
part ot August 1776 camped near Pleas 
ant Gardens, now iv McDowell county. 
at Oid Fort, which it is stated was 
built by him, crossed the Ridge at the 
Swananoa Gap andthe French Broad 
River at “the War Ford;” they then 
followed Hominy Creek to its source, 
and passed over to Pigeon River on the 
upper road which passes Colonel Jo- 
Cathey’s; and then Richland 
Creek toits source. They then crossed 
the mouatains near McLures, and fol- 
lowed Scott’s Creek to its mouth. This 
stream is so called from Johu Scott, a 
trader among the Cherokees. Crossing 
the Tucxaseege River, they came to the 
Cowee Mountain. When nearer the 
top of this mountain they were fired on 
by the Indians, but the Indians imme - 
diately fled. Without further moles- 
iatiun the army arrived at the little 
Tenoesse River, and passing down Wa- 
tuuga Creek, encamped on_ the 
west side of said River near 
a large Indian Mound, at a town calied 
tben by the Indians Nequasse, but 
which isnow Known by the more civil- 
ized name of Franklin. Here they re- 
mained a day ; and then marched down 
the river to a town called Cowee, and 
encamped. Hcere they awaited the ar- 
rival of the Scuth Carolina troops. 
Aiter waiting for some time, and hearing 
nothing from thew, General Rutherford 
resolved to advance on the Vally Tuwns 
on the Hiwassee,leaving a strong force at 
Cowce, where by appointment the 8. C., 
troops were to meet him. He crossed 
the Nantabala Mountatn, where he was 
met by the enemy in force, and a severe 
battle was there delivered. The Indians, 
with some military strategy occupied 
two ridges of mountains which formed 
an acute angle; at which Rutherferd’s 
men had to pass. This vantage point, 
they maintained with resolution and 
desperation,discharging their rifies with 
fearful effect, and concealing themselves 
after firing, by the ridges of mountain. 
Ruiberford’s troops suffered severely ; 
but after a desperate struggle drove the 
Indians from their position, and the In- 
dians fled in great coatusion. General 
Rutherford proceeded to the Hiwassee 
towns, and burnt them, cut down the 
growing crops, and took some prison- 
ers. 

General Williamson’s fuices joined 
him at Cowee soon after the battle, 
Chis delay in joining General Ruther- 
ford was chieily caused by a severe 
skirmish that he had witk the Indians 
near the present town of Franklin. 
With his torce of 2,000 men he came 
through Rabun Gap, and passing along 
the Tennessee river to the place ol 
rendezvous,about nine miles from Frak- 
lin he fell into an ambuscade prepared 
by the savages in a narrow defile ; here 
ne lust thirteen meno killed and thirty 

| wounded ; this attack was vigorous and

and would have proved 


Edward Hampton, with only thirty 
revulars attacked the Indians in the 
rear, and forced them to retreat. This 
gallanty of Hampton saved Williamson 
and his troops. Hampton’s courage 
had bee intensified by the appalling 
news that his brothers wife “little one’s 
and all’ and been just before butchered 
in cold blood by these Indians, It is 
recorced of him during his fierce and 
fiery charge in bis haste be rammed a 
a bullet dowo his rifle; neglecting to 
put in the powder first. He perceived 
his mistake, an‘? nothing daunted, sat 
quietly down on the grass while the 
leaden storm raged on every side ; un- 
breeched his gun, drewthe load, re- 
reloaded, and continued his work of 
slaughter. After this affair General 
Williamson advanced unmolested 
to Cowee, -but as the object 
of the campaiga had been accomplish- 
he returned to South Carolina by the 
route up the Flivassee’ General Ruth- 

erford returned home and disbanded his 

troops at Salisbury. 

This same chastusement subdued the 

Cherokees, and they sued for peace. A 

treaty of lasting peace was made with 

them at the Long Island on the Holstcn 

River, on the 20th of July 1777. The 

Commissioners tor North Carolina ap- 

pointed by Governor Caswell were Wil- 

liam Sharp, Waighstill Avery, Robert 

Lanier and Joseph Winston. 

A regiment trom Guilford county was 

in this campaign; James Martin was 

Colonel and Jobo Paisly was Lieutenant 

Colonel; names since well appreciated 

in their descendants. 

Samuel Lowrie, of Mecklenburg 

county, who was afterwards one of the 

Judges of the Superior Courts of the 

State, was a private soldier in this cam- 

paign. Near Waynesville he found a 

Beeca tree, and on it was carved the 

figures 1706. Years after, when riding 

this circuit as Judge, he remembered 

this circumstance and went to the place 

aud showed to his brother lawyers the 

figures. When we recollect that this 

date was long anterior to any settlement 

by the whites in this section, for Daniel 

Boone, who traversed much much of our 

country and lived for a long time in 

Western North Carolina was not burn, 

historic research may well be exercised 

to know by whom these figures were cut. 

Rev. James Hall, long and tavorably 

known as a Presbyterian Minister, o! 

Iredell county, was chaplain to the 

the North Carolina troops. histo- 

ry, then, and afterwards, proves that he 

was as ready to draw the sword for liber- 

ty, us tu preach the Cross to sinners. He 

oiten preached to the troops while en- 

camped at Cowee; with an Indian 

mound tor a pulpit, the hardy troops 

for his audience, surrounded by en- 


chanting scenery, here were the first 
tidings of salvation annannesa, im 


lovely region of our country, to fallen 
man.

TEE DEBT OF THE STATEs.--Gov. 
Caldwell bas received from Gov. Wal- 
ker, of, Virginia, a copy of his special 
message in regard to the debt of the 
several States, with a request that it be 
laid befure our Legislature at its next 
Session. There is two propositions con- 
tained in the message: The first is 
that the General Government assume 
the payment of all the present legal ir- 
debtedness of the several States, and 
the second is, that to prevent the re- 
currence of a necessity for similar ac- 
tion, the States pledge themselves not 
to contract any debt except such as is 
necessary to the legitimate and effective 
execution of their governmental func- 
tions, or as may be required by sudden 
and great emergencies.

THE VIEN A 


The New York papers are discussing 
the alleged corruption in relation to pur- 
chasing commissionerships to Vienna. 

Reports are rife that several gentle- 
men who have received the appcint- 
ment a8 honorary commissioners to the 
Vienna exposition ‘paid pretty snug 
sums for the honor. In one case it is 
said to have cost as much as six thou- 
sand dollars. 

The position is in such great demand 
because it gives the appointee peculiar 
nrivileges during the exposition. 
Each honorary commissioner will be 
furnished with elegant quarters free of 
expense and will have free admission to 
the various departments in the exhib.- 
tion rooms, The appointment will 
constitute a passport to the society of 
the learned and great—the literari and 
the scientific men of other nations who 
are to represent their respective coun- 
tries at Vienna. 

It is now. stated that there is to be 
an investigation dnto the charges that 
money bus been used by several indi- 
viduals who have been appointed by the 
Commissioner of the United States, as 
delegates from this couatry. If the 
charges are sustained, it will ehow the 
demoralizing effects of the evil exam- 
ple of Congress. 

When men occupying the high and 
responsible positions of Senators and 
Representatives in the Congress are 
proved to be guilty of the most astound- 
ing corruption and bribery, are allowed 
to retain their seats and are endorsed 
and applauded by their constituents, 
need we be surprised at similar exhibi- 
tions elsewhere than in the halls of 
Congress ? 

The Vienna Commissioncrs who have 
bought their way to the exposition are 
not guilty of any greater crime than 
that committed by Curpenter,one of the 
United Senators from South Carolina, 
who bought bis place with negro votes, 
or by Clayton of Arkansas, who gave 
money and offices to the men who made 
him United States Senator, or by 


Pomeroy and others who might be 
nimed whose rascality is knuwno to the 
whole country.

The Indiana Riot. 


4 Acorrespondent of the New York 
World, under date of the 17th inst., 
writing from Indianapolis, says: 
Inpranapo.is, April 17.—At the time 
I mailed my letter of yesterday, giving 
an account of the riot at Knightsville 
ictween the negro puddiers and the 
White miners now on strike, no definite 
tidings had been received from the de- 
tachment of city and merchant police 
and the Emmet Guards, in all seventy 
men, who had repaired to the scene in 
response to Governor Hendrick’s gall for 
aid in suppressing the disorder. News 
trom the posse has since been received, 
and the troubles are now known to be 
ended, for the time being at least, with 
the arrest of eight of the ringleaders in 
the riot on the charge of assault and 
battery. In addition to those already 
arrested warrants are out for the appre- 
hension ot nineteen others, Mrs. Hacket, 
Who threw the first stone against the 
negroes’ boarding-house, whence resul- 
ted the general riot that ensued. The 
police and military armved at Knights- 
ville at 54 o’clock yesterday morning. 
They found the miners and other res- 
idents of the town, even at thet early 
hour, up anu ready to receivethem. A 
lot of 45 colored puddilers and helpers in 
the mill are now on the way from 
tichmnond, Virginia, under charge of a 
brother of Mr. Watson, superintendent 
of the iron works, and at first the peace 
party was supposed to be these men. 
The reception of the delegation trom 
this city Was not attended with any 
Violence, although they were assailed 
With all manner of billingsgate and 
shametul languaze by the mob, and 
especially the women. The warrants 
ior the arrests mentioned above were 
issued shortly after the arrival of the 
representatives of the law, and by 12 
o’clock all the parties whose presence 
wes desired were in custody. The 
prisoners were afterwards conveyed to 
the town of Brazil, the nearest magis- 
trate’s office, and where the warrants 
had been obtaiaed. There were some 
threats made of a recue of the prisoners 
by the miners, but nothing came of 
tiese threats, and the arrested parties 
were sent to Brazil without any trouble, 
The ofiicers have returned to this city, 
leaving a guard of ten police at the 
Western [ron Mill, whicn has been 
threatened with destruction. This force 
Will remain until the Messrs. Watson 
can organize acorps of defence from 
among their negro workmen. Although 
ail seems quict at present, the quiet 
peopie of Knightsville fear that more 
trouole may ensue with the withdrawal 
of the police, as there is much concealed 
passion still prevafling, and the negroes 
are especially insulting, applying the 
most degradlag epithets to the womeu 
as well as the men.
